ANCIENT PAINTED GLASS 


T happens but seldom, when an ancient building is demolished, 
that the painted glass in its windows is preserved. Even 
when it does actually remain undemolished, it continues, 
in most cases, to exist only in the form of isolated pieces 
and loses the historical character which, as a connected 

whole, it once possessed. Each panel goes its own way—is 
given, or sold, to a different person. Some pieces get scattered 
about the home country, and others, usually the best, are exported 
to the United States. 

In the case of church glass of the picture or figure type, 
this dispersal does not so much matter, for the interest of such 
glass lies principally in its devotional character and in its more 
or less artistic attributes. A figure of a saint or a sacred picture 
teaches much the same lesson—-and is usually as easily under- 
stood and appreciated—as a single panel as when it was in the 
company of others similar to it. When, however, one comes 
to old heraldic glass—whether in a church or secular building— 
different considerations apply. A shield 
of arms in glass is, in most cases, one 
of a series, designed to set forth the 
story of the builders and _ successive 
owners through the centuries of the 
house which it has adorned. The arms 
in the great bay window of the manorial 
hall tell who the departed lords of the 
manor were and with what families they 
intermarried, while in like manner those 
in the windows of the guildhall, mote 
house or inn of a community tell the 
tale of their masters, wardens, benchers 
or governors and brethren or members. 

At the bottom of Chancery Lane, 
London, and on the east side of it, there 
stood, until the closing years of the last 
century, an ancient house, which, in the 
course of time, had come to be known as 
Serjeants’ Inn in Chancery Lane—the 
amplification of the title being to dis- 
tinguish it from the other Inn of the 
Serjeants-at-law in Fleet Street. In 
the windows of the great hall of this 
house were shields of arms—arms of 
noblemen, of judges and serjeants. The 
old buildings which together made up 
Serjeants’ Inn in Chancery Lane were 
used, until the building of the Law 
Courts in the Strand, for much of the 
administrative work of the Common 
Law Courts and for the Judges’ work 
in Chambers. 

When, finally, on the dissolution of 
the Society of Serjeants-at-law, Serjeants’ 
Inn in Chancery Lane was done away 
with, the site of the house was bought by 
the late Mr. Serjeant Cox, and he, 
mindful of the old story of the Inn and 
its ancient possessors, removed the great 
hall of the Inn, and with it the shields 
of arms then in its windows, to his 
estate at Mill Hill, Middlesex, where the 
hall was rebuilt, and the old painted 
glass was again set up in the windows, 
where it remains to-day. 

The side windows contain the arms 
of eighteenth and nineteenth century 
judges and serjeants. Their interest is 
wholly historical, for, from the artistic 
point of view, like most heraldic painted 
glass of their period, they have little 
merit. In the large Palladian windows of 
the east and west ends of the hall, how- 
ever, the glass is for the most part of 
seventeenth century date, and, as such, 
calls for attention. In the west window 
we have the Royal arms of Stuart times—Charles II, in this 
case—showing the lilies of France quartered with the three lions 
of England, the lion of Scotland and the Irish harp; a fine bold 
achievement of the arms of Francis North, Lord Guildford, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal to Charles II and James II; 
shields of the arms of the two Inns of Serjeants—this one in 
Chancery Lane a stork, and the Fleet Street Inn three wheat 
sheaves in saltire in a red field ; and the arms of Serjeant Higham, 
1616, and those of Lord Raymond, 1730. 

The east window is of great interest, showing the arms of 
judges and serjeants who lived in the seventeenth century, 
many of them highly distinguished lawyers. Among them are 
Sir John Holt, Lord Chief Justice of England; Sir Matthew 
Hale, a judge under the Commonwealth and afterwards Lord 
Chief Justice of England, known not only as a great lawyer 
but also as a mathematician and philosopher; two Speakers 
of the House of Commons, Sir John Glanvill, 1640, who, we are 


told by Evelyn, the diarist, burnt his country house at Broad 
Hinton in Wiltshire to prevent the rebels making a garrison 
of it and, after the Restoration, lived himself in the gate-house, 
where Evelyn visited him in 1654, and Sir William Gregory, 
Speaker in 1648. Of the early eighteenth century we have the 
arms of Lord Chancellor Hardwicke, 1733. In this window 
there is one nobleman’s shield, that of George Clifford, Earl of 
Cumberland, dated 1605 (see illustration). 

It may be of interest to compare this old glass as it is to-day 
with the list of painted.glass in Serjeants’ Inn in Chancery Lane 
compiled by Sir William Dugdale, then Norroy King of Arms 
and afterwards Garter King of Arms, when he visited the Inn 
on February 16th, 1664, which is printed in the second edition 
of his ‘‘ Origines Juridiciales ’’ (1671, page 334). On that occasion 
he found in the windows of the hall—“ in fenestris refectoris ’’— 
twenty-five shields of arms, of which one was the ancient coat 
of Clifford—checky gold and blue with a fesse ruby—and eight

quarterings supported by a red cockatrice and a leopard, collared 
and chained gold, surmounted by an earl’s coronet with the 
motto DESORMAIS below the shield, for George Clifford, Earl of 
Cumberland. The other shields were without accessories, such 
as crests, helms and supporters, and showed the arms of Sir John 
Finch, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, with nineteen quarterings, 
and other judges and serjeants-at-law. 

Of these shields noted by Dugdale twenty-two are still in 
the windows of the hall, and they are to-day in the same condition 
as when Dugdale saw them, except that the coat of the Earl of 
Cumberland has been shorn of its supporters and placed in a 
setting of Renaissance scrollwork like the rest of the shields. 
Thus we find that only three of the shields which were in the 
hall windows in Dugdale’s time have disappeared. They are 
the arms of Sir Henry Yelverton, Justice of the Common Bench, 
of Sir John Finch, Keeper of the Great Seal, and Robert Callis, 
Serjeant-at-law. F. SyDNEY EDEN.

Mrs. Stannus is anxious to emphasise the fact that this glass is made entirely by Englishmen and Irishmen. 


Gray-Stan Glass is a pure lead glass, made from very old recipes in the maker’s possession. It is entirely 
hand-made and hand-cut from start to finish, as was done 150 years ago. Consequently there is a charm and 
individuality about each piece, which one feels is made by a man who loves his work, and who is not harassed 
by standardisation, which is the ruination of all art. 


This glass is decidedly warm in colour, very resonant, durable and lustrous. Many beautiful old moulds are 
used, while the designs are either Mrs. Stannus’ own conceptions, or from old drawings in her sole possession.

Contrary to all expectations 
and to all natural probabilities motoring 
may become utilitarian, but it does not 
become prosaic. Even the owner of 
chauffeur-driven cars seems to adopt 
towards his motoring an attitude different 
from that towards his other pastimes and 
sports. He does 
not get blasé and

probabilities of future changes in the 
price of fuel, and he wonders why on 
earth it is that there should be such 
difficulty in giving him the roads that as 
a motorist he would like and why he 
should pay so much towards those roads 
that he seems doomed never to get.

The cellars of the already famous house 
could be put to no better use, as the house 
is modern, than that of garaging Their 
Majesties’ fleet of cars. And from the 
quite imposing exterior of the lowest floor 
of this mighty maisonette may, by 
privileged visitors be seen emerging a 
fleet of motor vehicles that is worthy of 
the royalest of houses and that denotes a 
highly educated motoring taste in those 
responsible for their selection. Either the 
King and Queen of Lilliput know as much 
about motoring as their best informed and 
most observant compeers in the modern 
world of prosaic fact or they are fortunate 
in the possession of most capable and expert 
technical advisers. 

There are a couple of Daimlers—a 
coupé de ville or brougham and a saloon 
limousine, the first for town use and the 
second for long distance touring where 
speed is essential and comfort no 
secondary consideration. One of them 
has the trunks packed all ready on its 
roof for a start at a moment’s notice. 
There is a Lanchester for rough roads so 
that Their Majesties may not be too force- 
fully reminded of the limitations of their 
subject road makers and repairers, while, 
should the King be of a sporting turn of 
mind, he may order out a Daimler under 
the control of a chauffeur and take the 
wheel of the Lanchester somewhere far 
removed from the valley of the Lilliputian 
Thames and show the chauffeur that a 
gorgeous livery and peaked cap do not 
make the speedometer needle go round. 
Then there is a Sunbeam open tourer for 
fair weather, though surely this car is 
complete with “‘ all-weather side curtains,” 
as they say in the catalogues, while His 
Majesty may raise the bonnet and decide 
that even Lanchesters have not a monopoly 
of progressiveness in design and _ give 
thanks to his naturalised subject who 
pioneered the four-wheel brakes that he 
will find on the chassis. The Vauxhall 
saloon has the latest styles in Vee-fronted 
saloon bodies, and if ever His Majesty 
should feel so inclined he may lie on his 
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back or descend into the pit of a public 
garage in Lilliput—of course there are 
such things—and gaze up at the entrancing 
details of crank-case and gear-box casings. 
The car ‘‘stud”’ is completed by a Rolls- 
Royce model which, whenever I was 
honoured by a command to the palace, 
was out on the road, so that it has 
always escaped the camera. There is 
obviously someone in Lilliput who 
has a marked preference in his car 
tastes. 

I am glad to see that Their Majesties 
are not above housing a motor cycle and 
sidecar, though I trust their silencing 
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and run a motor car, but it will not enabl 
him to follow the intricacies of a workin; 
drawing nor to understand the meaning o. 
“ball pad or the end of fore and aft roc 
splined to slector rod.’”” There is nothing 
wonderful in the understanding of all these 
things, but it is unreasonable to expect, 
say, a bank clerk, to discover and under- 
stand from a working drawing the functions 
of the planetary pinions of the differential, 
just as it would be to expect a mechanic 
to detect the prosperity or otherwise ot 
his employer from a five-minutes glance 
at a confidential ledger. Maybe both 
these men could do these things, but this

arrangements will satisfy their subjects 
in blue. And that they are practical is 
proved by their harnessing .the all-con- 
quering internal combustion engine to the 
proper maintenance and trimming of their 
lawns. We cannot leave them better or 
wish them better motoring fortune than 
that “* May they never in the twisty lanes 
of Lilliput meet a Gulliver scooting round 
a corner or find him lying in wait dressed 
in blue and disguised as an elm tree.”

ON INSTRUCTION BOOKS 


instruction books. Others do not and 

are censured for their negligence by 
the unfortunate owners of their products. 
But is no instruction book at all a greater 
evil than one that cannot be understood ? 
Of the books that are published, some are 
really excellent examples of the printer’s 
art and the writer’s skill ; they are written 
by men who understand not only the car 
which they describe in all its inner workings, 
but also the psychology of the reader and, 
above all, the fact that the man who is 
likely to make most use of the instruction 
book is not a trained mechanic and is not 
likely to be endowed with a full and com- 
plete understanding of every workshop 
term used in the building and running of 
motor cars. On the other hand, some of 
the published instruction books are in- 
dubitably quite useless for the purpose 


GS inst makers of motor cars publish 


‘they are, presumably, intended to serve. 


They are written in a style and illustrated 
in a manner intelligible only to a class of 
men who probably will never see them 
and, still more probably, would never use 
them if they did. The average mechanic 
does not, or thinks he does not, need 
an instruction book; in either case a 
book compiled for his benefit represents 
little more than wasted effort. 

Because this second class of book is 
becoming so well filled, in spite of the 
numerous examples that its compilers 
could examine of the better kind, and 
because I have just seen an excellent 
example of it in all its glaring short- 
comings, I am venturing to air my views 
in the hope that the private car owner 
who needs a book he can understand and 


the maker who wastes so much time and 
money in the production of a_ useless 
publication may both benefit. The first 
essential in the successful production of 
an instruction book is an at least partial 
recognition of the type of reader to whom 
it is intended to appeal. Practical limita- 
tions mean that the compiler must be 
ruled in the main by the type of car 
covered by the book. 

A highly expensive de luxe car will, 
presumably, be looked after by a paid 
chauffeur, who, in the absence of any 
definite evidence to the contrary, may be 
assumed to know something of his job. 
He will therefore need to be told only of 
the little peculiarities of his car and to 
have brought home to him those details in 
which its care and maintenance differ 
from those of others. He may be told 
in fairly technical language and necessary 
diagrams may be given him in “‘ mechanical 
drawing’’ form. But it is a fact that the 
highest priced cars generally have the best 
produced and most clearly illustrated as 
well as most simply written instruction 
books. Anyone of reasonable intelligence 
can understand from them the working 
of every detail of the cars and their illus- 
trations are such as to fascinate an artist— 
albeit they illustrate just those details 
that most need illustrating. 

On the other hand the medium or 
low-priced car will, presumably, be run by 
its owner who, in the absence of any 
evidence to the contrary, cannot be assumed 
to possess the advantage—or the limitation 
—of a mechanical training. Mere intelli- 
gence may elevate a man to such a position 
in the world that will enable him to buy

can, for neither is their real sphere. 


GRAMMAR—ITS USE AND ABUSE. 


It is the custom to-day to lay the least 
possible stress on grammatical accuracy 
in all kinds of writing. Our prominent 
novelists and the writers of “‘ leaders ”’ in 
big dailies commit errors that a few years 
ago would have meant losing their means 
of livelihood. It would therefore be un- 
reasonable to expect the car instruction 
book to be a well of English undefiled. 
But permissible licence or colloquialism is 
surpassed when clumsiness of wording 
and genuine disregard to the elementary 
rules of grammar are allowed to confuse 
meanings hopelessly, and sometimes to 
give ideas entirely opposite to those 
intended. For instance, this is a sentence 
from the recently produced instruction 
book for a well known light car. ‘“‘ On 
moving the gear lever to the required 
position the selector arm moves, carrying 
with it its peg and leaving the block 
locking the other pegs to the retaining 
strip.”” What this sentence says and what 
it means—in addition to what it is intended 
to mean—are very different things. The 
selector arm does not move the gear 
lever to the required position at all, of 
course, and as the wording stands it is 
probably meaningless. How much clearer 
would it have been had it read, ‘‘ When 
the driver moves the gear lever to the 
required position the selector arm moves 
: .’ and would it have been any more 
difficult for the writer so to have framed 
his sentence in the first instance ? 

One may perhaps forgive the phrase 
“run slow,’’ as applied to the engine, 
although it is balanced a little further on 
by something about the “‘ steering heads 
being adjusted too tightly ’’—the omission 
of the adverbial form in one case seems to 
have weighed heavily on the conscience 
of the writer, so that he decided to make up 
for it at the earliest opportunity—but 
that awful ‘‘ commercialese’”’ use of the 
word ‘‘same’”’ echoes through the book 
like a chilling refrain from a chamber of 
horrors. A plural subject is a sure sign 
of a singular verb to follow and in many 
cases the converse holds good—“ care 
should be taken that the correct adjust- 
ment of bevel and crown wheel are found.”’ 
Prompted, no doubt, by the very best of 
motives, but certainly ranking among 
those things that might have been ex- 
pressed differently, is the following: 
“Although possessing ample top gear 
capabilities the life and good running of 
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the Knight

the judicious use of the gear-box, and 
many a stiff hill can be climbed on second 
speed, with power to spare, if an early 
change is made, whereas recourse to first 
gear may be necessary if the road speed of 
the car is allowed to drop too low before 
changing from the higher ratio.” 

This little book is even more instruc- 
tive in the uses and the abuses of the 
unattached participle than it is in the 
running of the motor car to which it refers. 
And not the least of the minor tragedies 
connected with it is the simple and honestly 
meant statement of the managing director 
of the firm to me that ‘‘ We now have 
one of the finest instruction books ever 
produced ! 

May I conclude with an appeal to the 
maker of motor cars? If an instruction 
book is necessary, for Heaven’s sake let 
it be presented in such a way as to be 
intelligible to the man who will have to 
make use of it. The car maker as well as 
the car user will benefit. X. 


R.A.C. Small Car Trials, 1924. 


HE long anticipated and much 
i desired official R.A.C. trials of small 
cars at last promise to materialise. 
They are to be held from May 12th-17th, 
from a centre that has not yet been defin- 
itely decided but will probably be Llandrin- 
dod Wells. For the last two or three years 
efforts have been made to hold these 
trials, but all without success, and, except 
for the Royal Sccttish Automobile Club’s 
Trials of 1922, no really searching public 
test of light cars exclusively has been held 
since before the war. 

The regulations for this R.A.C. event 
have just been published and show all 
the acumen and searching character that 
one would anticipate from R.A.C. officials. 
Already some criticism of the rules has 
been heard, though it is not likely to make 
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any difference, for it is obviously prompted 
by motives of vested interests. The 
maximum engine capacity allowed in the 
regulations is 1,600 c.c., but the Junior 
Car Club, which limits its membership 
to owners of cars with engines of less than 
1,500 c.c., seems to think that no car 
of which the engine exceeds this capacity 
ought to be classed as light or small. 
It will be noted that the coming trials 
are described, not as light car trials, but 
as small car trials. It is urged against 
the 1,600 c.c. limit that there are very few 
cars with engines between 1,500 c.c and 
1,600 c.c.; while the great majority of 
small cars fall within the 1,500 c.c. limit. 
This is true enough, but it is also true 
that the small cars selling in the greatest 
quantities belong to this largest class. 
True, the tendency of design is all for a 
continual reduction in engine sizes, but 
the trial is to be conducted in classes 
‘seven in number) according to the selling 
prices of the cars; and, although there 
is one notable exception, as a general 
rule the cheaper the car the smaller its 
engine. And what a score it will be for 
the smaller engines if a 1,500 c.c. car 
can beat one with a larger engine in its 
class! For ourselves, we believe that the 
average purchaser does not care one whit 
what the size or technical classification 
of his engine may be and that in choosing 
a price system of classification, with a 
reasonable engine size limit as maximum, 
the Club has taken the wisest possible 
course towards ensuring that the trials 
shall interest the largest possible section 
of the small car public; and, after all, 
this is surely the prime object of the Club 
and the chief justification for its existence. 

The regulations are conceived in a 
most stringent spirit, as they ought to 
be for the trials to be a genuine success, 
and, if one may judge from the usual 
attitude of the Club in such matters, they 
will have to be observed to the letter, 
though there are sensible provisions for 
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special cases that may arise and that 
could not possibly be foreseen when th: 
regulations were framed. The rules ar: 
designed to give the most conclusiv= 
possible answer to the eternal question 
of what is the best true-value-for-money 
car, and the system of marking has beei 
most ingeniously worked out to giv 
credit in every respect to a car that ma» 
score over its rivals not merely in th 
narrow aspects of road performance suc: 
as speed, hill climbing, flexibility an: 
so on, but also in body accommodatio: 
and carrying capacity. Reliability, whic: 
is wisely interpreted to include such matter: 
as fuel and oil capacity, etc., is very cleverl 
covered by an allowance of time for fillin 
up in the garage before the start of each day’: 
run, with drastic penalties for roadsid 
work according to the time that it takes. 
Thus, wheels or rims may be changed 
twice on the road on account of tyr: 
trouble without penalty, so long as the 
time required is not more than six minutes, 
but every three minutes in excess of six 
will involve the loss of a mark. In the 
matter of fuel consumption, one mark 
will be deducted for every 1$d. worth of 
fuel used; and should, in the opinion 
of the judges, any car be unsafe to drive, 
it may be rectified under double the 
normal penalties. Finally, all cars entered 
must be standard productions and the 
price chosen for classification that ruling 
on January 31st this vear. 

Altogether, these rules and regulations 
are most searching and commendable in 
character, and we congratulate those 
responsible for drawing them up. Readers 
who are interested may obtain copies 
on application to the R.A.C.

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of law had reached their limits in three 
notorious cases that took place within 
the past twelve months. Of these three 
instances two were magisterial pronounce- 
ments, the third was one of the regular 
“ driving to the common danger ”’ cases. 
The first magisterial pronouncement came 
from Lincolnshire and was to the effect 
that motorists were only allowed to use 
the road on sufferance and that it behoved 
them to bear the fact (!) in mind; the 
second came from Barnes and consisted 
of a reference by the chairman of the 
bench to the drunken habits of motorists 
—as though no one ever sat at the wheel 
of a car without having first surrendered 
himself to the wiles of Bacchus. For the 
‘‘common danger ’’ case we must go all 
the way to Fareham (Hants). 

Two policemen were hidden in the 
garden of a cottage, from which, by stand- 
ing on tip-toe and craning their necks, 
they could just see a cross-road a hundred 
yards away. As cars came over the crossing 
they approached these representatives of 
the law in a practically straight line, but 
their speed was “ estimated and _ their 
drivers duly prosecuted and fined for 
driving to the public danger. It mattered 
not whether there was any public about 
to be endangered, and, as a matter of fact, 
the police admitted freely in the majority 
of the cases that there was none. ‘This, 
of course, is sound in law. But on one 
day some dozen defendants were each 
fined £2, irrespective of whether they were 
driving a char-a-bancs or a lightweight 
motor cycle. One defendant, a local resi- 
dent, did get off. 

However, in one instance the case 
was taken to Quarter Sessions for re- 
hearing, by the A.A., who considered it 
of importance, and the Clerk of the Course 
of Brooklands Racing Track was called 
as an expert witness on the possibility 
or otherwise of judging the speed of an 
approaching vehicle. If anyone in this 
country, or any other, knows anything 
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about speed and its judgment it is Colonel 
Lindsay Lloyd, who, in addition to his 
qualifications resulting from his unsur- 
passed experience at all kinds of race 
and record-breaking meetings, was one 
of the highest of the “ brass-hats’”’ in 
the sphere of mechanical transport during 
the war. He gave it as his knowledge that 
not only was judgment of the speed of an 
approaching vehicle one hundred yards 
distant impossible, but that, denied such 
extraneous aids as noise or dust raised, 
etc., an observer could not say definitely 
whether such a vehicle was accelerating 
or decelerating. The observation was, of 
course, to be made—as it was in the case 
before the court—while the vehicle was 
opposite a given point, and the question of 
its covering a given space during a period 
of time did not arise. But the evidence 
made no difference, and the appeal was 
dismissed. Not the least amusing aspects 
of the hearing were the facts that much 
stress was laid on the experience of one 
of the two prosecuting policemen in timing 
vehicles in France during the war—very 
probably under the supervision of one of 
Colonel Lloyd’s very junior assistants— 
and that before the appeal began the 
appellant was told, by someone who knew 
the court, that nothing that might be said 
would make any difference and that the 
result was a foregone conclusion ! 

But the thought that these three 
instances represented anything like the 
limits of possibility apparently rests on 
no firmer basis than the wish that was 
its father. If two other recent cases have 
been correctly reported, these three to 
which we have referred have attained an 
entirely undeserved notoriety. By compari- 
son they are insignificant and merely silly. 

As regards the penalty inflicted, the 
first of these new cases is undeserving 
of note, but the principle involved is of 
real importance. A chauffeur was dis- 
covered to be driving without a current 
driving licence, and his employer was 
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fined. Naturally, the employer said he 
knew nothing about his man’s licence and 
could not be expected to be responsible 
for its being up-to-date; but the plea 
made no difference. 

The other case is more serious. An 
owner-driver with a friend stopped his 
car outside a wayside hostelry, into which 
they went for dinner. On coming out 
they found a policeman sitting in the 
driving seat of the car, and the driver was 
told that he had been seen through the 
window of the hotel drinking alcohol, and 
would, therefore, be prosecuted for being 
drunk in charge of a motor car. Not only 
was he prosecuted—he was fined heavily, 
and his licence suspended for six months ! 

We understand that in the second of 
these cases an appeal has been lodged ; 
but, whether it is successful or not, our 
motive in giving publicity to the circum- 
stances is unaffected. The point is that 
this bigoted persecution that makes such 
cases possible is now too old to be accepted 
as a joke, and it is time that some responsi- 
ble authority indicated that its cessation 
would be more welcome than its continu- 
ance. Further comments are not difficult 
to seek, but to make them would surely 
be superfluous. 

The ordinary man will not attempt to 
explain or even understand how in such 
circumstances the victim could be regarded 
as being in charge of the car, and, as far as 
one can see, the evidence of drunkenness 
was merely the word and opinion of the 
constable.

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SIGNIFICANT REVIVAL IN FAVOUR OF TULLE 
FOR EVENING GOWNS 


HESE days there is never a close time for dancing. 
That amusement goes on unceasingly year in and year 
out, more periodically, naturally, in the country, but with- 
out a break in towns. And, as with most pleasures, some 
dour folk would condemn from a narrow point of view. 

It takes so many different kinds of people to make a world 
and keep the wheel of life moving that one is apt to lose all 
patience with those who hold a merely one-sided point of view. 
But this lapse into the defensive is, perhaps, quite unnecessary, 
since not only the younger members of the fraternity but many 
older folk have got the bit between their teeth where dancing is 
concerned, Dance they must and dance they will, and since con- 
vention demands evening clothes, these may as well be pretty 
and modish as frumpy and dull. 

And, truth to tell, we have got rather into a groove with even- 
ing apparel which the elect in the world of dress are determined 
to break up, and here is the best of luck to their endeavours. Of the 
straight all-over beaded frock we 
have had more than the proverbial 
feast ; but of dresses lightly and 
discreetly embroidered in beads and 
sequins there is a further story to 
tell, though these will have to 
share a considerable amount of 
favour with mock-jewel embroi- 
deries. The latter are not in the 
least degree garish or of that cheap 
ostentatiousness which is so un- 
pleasing. They are just frankly 
plagiarisms, and amazingly clever 
at that. 

Unquestionably the most ex- 
citing adventure in the realms of 
evening dress is the revival that 
has set in for tulle, a transparency 
that will be more or less fresh to 
girls who have come out since the 
war, and even before 1914 tulle was 
gradually giving way before the 
more uncommon attractions of 
chiffon and Georgette. At the 
same time it is something of an 
anomaly that the revival should 
synchronise with the report that, 
generally speaking, modes will be 
slimmer than ever, for by no 
stretch of the imagination can we 
see ourselves being ‘‘slinky’’in tule. 

The tendency points, and the 
fiat will in all probability be con- 
firmed during the next few weeks, 
to close-fitting and immensely 
simple frocks for day and a con- 
siderably freer licence in connec- 
tion with evening ¢oilettes. And if 
this surmise proves correct, then 
the recent monotony referred to 
above will be dispersed. Kept 
within reasonable bounds the go-as- 
you-please spirit results in far more 
individuality of expression, and in 
a crowded assembly like a ballroom 
it is deplorable to see anything 
approaching uniform dressing. 

To return to tulle and our 
original model. The latter repre- 
sents a picturesque mode that is 
being developed in many different 
directions: sometimes in a deli- 
cate self shade and in the form 
of several skirts flowing at the hem ; 
or, again, as is here shown, with a 
flounce effect, wrought in different 
overlying colours, the shimmering 
character of the transparency 
bringing about a metallic appear- 
ance, frequently enhanced by an 
underdress of metal tissue. Silver 
is used in this particular case, veiled 
in orange, jade and periwinkle blue 
tulle. The silver slip is slightly 
more in evidence at the top of the 
skirt, above which comes a belt of 
silver tissue wrought with mock 
emeralds and rubies, a short-shaped 
end falling down in front. Over 
the shoulders, crossed bracewise in 
front, is more of this jewelled 
embroidery worked in _ smaller 
stones, the almost rigid simplicity 
of the corsage providing a marked 


contrast to the tumultuous skirt. Sleeves in evening dress are 
more than ever conspicuous by their absence, though armholes 
are much smaller and close. There is little to commend in 
the attempt to bring in bodices precariously upheld by a 
single narrow shoulder strap of beads or mock jewels. 
Then these long bare arms—for gloves are only worn on 
formal occasions, and then seldom without protest—simply 
crave for bracelets, which the affluent among the vraie 
élégante indulge in to the number of a dozen or more, 
among which black onyx plays a leading part and provides 
an admirable foil to diamonds. Of almost Quaker-like demure- 
ness and sobriety during the day, the pendulum swings sharply 
back to gorgeousness alike in colour and material for the evening, 
a phase of dress that finds no counterpart in history. It has 
always hitherto been one or the other consistently followed, 
surely far less attractive than this present running from one 
extreme to another. L. M. M.

THE CARE OF CLOTHES 


HERE is an old adage that an ounce of preventio1 is 

worth a pound of cure, and surely this applies to a ma 1’s 

wardrobe. Polonius warned his son that the appé rel 

oft proclaims the man, but I venture to expand t iis 

statement and to say that something more than mer ly 
good style and cut is necessary if a man is to appear well dress id. 
His clothes must look cared for. When he complains that iis 
overcoat or jacket has gone out of shape, or that his trous rs 
continually need pressing, he only too often forgets that in nine 
cases out of ten he himself is to blame for not giving them proj er 
care or attention. 

Suitable housing of garments is an all-important point ar d, 
contrary to general opinion, this does not require a room full 
of furniture. The most excellent and economical idea I know 
is a Compactom Cabinet, which is so constructed that it vill 
hold every article of attirea man can wish. It is built from eit/ier 
oak or mahogany, and provision is made for the proper preserva- 
tion and accessibility, from exactly proportioned compartments, of 
all clothes, suits and accessories, thereby ensuring the avoidaice 
of confusion and irritation. Here every garment receives ‘the 
treatment that is most suited to it, thus laying at rest all argument 
as to the preference of a hanging or a flat position. 

Trousers, which are sometimes spoiled by too frequent 
pressing of the iron, have been specially catered for. There 
is an extensible fitting, so that they can always be in a hanging 
position—a most important detail if the creases are to disappear. 
Jackets and overcoats are best hung on shoulders; if this 
is done, all possibility of creasing or getting out of shape is 
obviated, for it is not generally known that garments retain the 
heat of the body and, if folded, are inclined to shrink, 
whereas, if hung, they readily fall back into their original lines. 
Shirts have a special compartment, with a separate folder 
for each. -This is an excellent idea for the man who is particular 
about his evening shirts, for then there can be no danger of the 
front or cuffs being broken. 

So much for the housing of clothes ; now for the caring ot 
them. It is a mistake to wear the same suit for three or four 
consecutive days; it will give twice the amount of wear if only 
brought into use on alternate days or, at most, three times a 
week. If it is worn consistently it should be pressed at least once 
a week, for this helps the garments to retain their original shape. 
When clothes are removed from the body, empty the pockets 
and hang the jacket and waistcoat over the back of a chair 
if a coat hanger is not handy. The trousers should also 
be put on a regular trousers hanger ; but if one is not availabiec, 
hang them across the back of a high chair, in their original 
creases, so that the body hangs towards the ground. This, 
being the heavier part, will help to draw the creases out. 

Spots and stains should be removed at once, for they are 
often the heralds of moths. Wet or damp clothes should 
never be hung near a stove or fire; they are best spread out 
over a chair or on hangers over the door sills in a room where 
the temperature is even. Before they are actually dry they 
should be pressed, for this renews the life and lustre of the 
material. 

I have emphasised the importance of using a hanger. Here 
is another little piece of information which goes to prove my 
point. An overcoat built from the soft fleecy fabric at present 
so popular takes about four yards of material 56ins. wide, with 
an average weight of 300z. to the yard; this makes the com- 
pleted garment weigh about ten pounds. Thus, if the coat is 
hung up by the small tab in the back of the neck, it must be 
realised that there is a great strain, with the inevitable resu't 
that the collar is pulled out of shape. 

Now that so many men drive their own motor cars it mig! 't 
be well to give a word of warning as to the absolute necessiiy 
of brushing the overcoat daily. If the dust is not removed 2 
gritty surface is formed and, with the constant rubbing again-t 
the car, the nap of the cloth is taken off as if by sandpape.. 
One point must be remembered in the brushing, however. Nev r 
brush against the nap of the cloth, for this injures the grain | f 
the material and takes away the original finish. The owne - 
driver will be well advised to buy a light cotton overall 
navy or khaki drill—a material that washes very easily ai 
takes up very little space. There is always the danger, } 
working with a car, of getting oil or grease on one’s cloth: 
and whereas it is very difficult to remove this from ordina 
material it washes out of drill quite readily. 

To most men packing is a bugbear, so that a word as to t 
proper method of folding a coat may not come amiss. Lay 
on a table, turn up the collar, pull the sleeves out full length 
flatten them, fold the lapels and fronts over the sleeves j\ 
to cover them and then both sides together so that the cre: 
will come down the centre of the back. If these instructions < 
followed, when the coat is taken out after a long journey, 
that it requires is to be shaken out of the folds and it is ready f 
wear. 

From these few hints it must surely be seen that by a litt e 
care and attention a man can not only lengthen the life of }.s 
clothes, but enhance their value by making them show to t ¢ 
very best advantage. He will improve his own personal appea*- 


ance and at the same time bear witness to the truth of tre 
old saying:
